The following written statement pursuant to MPEP §713.04 is submitted 
concerning the substance of the telephonic interview between Examiner Huy C. Ho and the 
undersigned on July 31, 2008. 

Applicants' attorney thanks the Examiner for the courtesy of an interview 
conducted on July 31, 2008 for the subject application. Claim 19 was discussed with respect to 
Kammer and Beck, the cited art, both of record. Applicants' attorney demonstrated that neither 
reference, alone or in combination, disclose or suggest the claimed subject matter, as follows: 
(1) an inquiry result command including an indication of a middleware 
layer by modifying a class of device field of an inquiry result command to indicate the presence 
of a middleware layer - Kammer describes standard service discovery protocol (SDP) which 
does teach or suggest modifying the class of device field of an inquiry result command to 
indicate the presence of a middleware layer in an inquired device; 
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(2) the inquiring device, in response to the indication, confirming the 
presence of the middleware layer in the inquired device before establishing a data connection 
with the inquired device, and - SDP does not describe confirmation by the inquiring device, and 

(3) the inquiring device requesting corresponding confirming information 
from the inquired device via recognition request and recognition response messages before 
establishing a data connection - SDP does not describe requesting confirmation information. 

hi further support of the above items 1, 2, and 3, applicants' attorney reviewed 
applicants' specification described in publication USPAP 20040087274 at Paragraph 0057 
describing items 1 , 2 and 3 . Also reviewed was the Bluetooth specification 1 . 1 at Paragraph 
4.4. 1 .4 describing an inquiry response message including a class of device field. A drawing was 
provided based on Paragraph 4.4.1.4 showing a modification of the class of device field, to 
provide an indication of a middleware layer as described in Paragraph 0057. 

The Examiner indicated the information would be further reviewed in preparing a 
response to an Amendment under 37 CFR 1.116 filed July 23, 2008. 

The Interview was concluded by the Examiner issuing an Interview Summary.
